Sec. 605-707. International Tourism Program

(a) The Departnent of Comrerce and Comrunity Affairs
must establish a program for international tourism The
Department shall devel op and i npl enent the program on January
1, 2000 by rule. As part of the program the Departnment my
work in cooperation with |Iocal convention and tourism bureaus
in Illinois in the coordination of international tourism
efforts at the State and |local level. The Departnent may (i)
work in cooperation with I ocal convention and tourism bureaus
for efficient use of their international tourism marketing
resources, (ii) pronmote Illinois in international neetings
and tourismmarkets, (iii) work wth convention and tourism
bureaus throughout the State to increase the nunber of

international tourists to Illinois, (iv) provide training,
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research, t echni cal support, and grants to certified
convention and tourism bureaus, and (v) provide staff,
adm nistration, and related support required to manage the

progranms under this Section, and (vi) provide grants for the

devel opnent of or the enhancenment of international tourism

attracti ons.

(b) The Departnent shall wmake grants for expenses

related to international tourismand pay for the staffing,

admnistration, and related support fromthe |International
Tourism Fund, a special fund created in the State Treasury.
O the anounts deposited into the Fund in fiscal year 2000
after January 1, 2000, 55% shall be wused for grants to
convention and tourism bureaus in Chicago (other than the
Cty of Chicago's Ofice of Tourism and 45% shall be wused
for developnent of international tourismin areas outside of
Chicago. O the ampbunts deposited into the Fund in fisca

year 2001 and thereafter, 55%shall be used for grants to

convention and tourismbureaus in Chicago, and of that anopunt

not | ess than 27.5% shal}-be-used-for-grants-to-the--GCty--of

Cht ceago-s--Oftee--of -Tourt sm -27- 5% shal | be used for grants

the City of Chicago's Ofice of Tourism and 45% shall be

(c) A convention and tourism bureau is eligible to
receive grant noneys wunder this Section if the bureau is

certified to receive funds under Title 14 of +the I1llinois
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Adm ni strative Code, Section 550.35. To be eligible for a

grant, a convention and tourism bureau nust provide matching

funds equal to the grant amount. In certain circunstances as

deternmined by the Director of Commerce and Community Affairs,

and--alt convention and tourism bureau nmay bureaus- st

provi de matching funds equal to no | ess than 50% of the grant

anount to be eligible to receive the grant. One-half of this

50% nmay be provided through in-kind contributions. Gants

received by the City of Chicago's Ofice of Tourism and by
convention and tourism bureaus in Chicago may be expended for
t he general purposes of pronoting conventions and tourism
